Wbo Invented Sausagcis.? 

not HEYWOOD. 

A correspondent asks na this question: 
"Who was tho inventor of sausagoH ?" 
We answered : It was unknown.- ,Jul4us 
Cfosar claimed to be tho inventor, but 
historians and commentators havo nui- 
vorsally scouted his claim. Thuro is no 
doubt in tho minds of tho best iuforuiod 
writers on tho Bubjoct but that tho Gor 
mans were the inventors of tho sausage, 
and that Creaar in his wars against tho 
stubborn German tribes bocamo acquaint- 
ed with their way of making tho sausage. 
On his return to Romo, after cros.sing the 
Kubicoii, ho tried to induce iho iiihabil- 
auts of tlio Iinporiiil city to adapt it as an 
artich; of foud, but tho Kouians wore rich, 
thej fed on luxuries guniored fruui tlii; 
lands which thoy had conquerud and 
thej rejected tho sausage. Ou tho morn- 
ing of the day of his death at the handH 
of the conspirators, Cassaraadly informed 
^his wife that Imperial Kome was totter- 
'ing to its full, and that full was hastened 
by its rejection of sousagos. It is a singu- 
lar and extraordinary faot — ono qubtod 
by tho great historian^ Simanidos, and 
Gibbous, and Niebuhr-ntbat no nation 
has been great: as a liiilitary^power, in 
modern times, which did noPhiake sau- 
sages ono of its prime articles of diet.- 
The recont war between Gormany and 
Franco proves this. Hovonty-fivo years 
ago the Preach were intonsoly fond of 
aausago, then they ovcrrau Europo, But, 
like tho Komaiia, thoy took to luxurous 
living, and tho downfall of la belle France 
followed. 

The Germans have always been a war- 
like nation. Thoy hove aUays beon eat- 
ers of sausago. The greatest general of 
modern times, Moltko, dines upon saus- 
ago three timos a day. Ho says that no 
man who is not a lover of sausagoa can 
over make a groat gonoral. Some years 
ago he was called upon while at breakfast 
by a voung ofDcer. He was eating his 
UBUal meal of "wurst and pumpernickel," 
and asked the young olHoor to join him. 
Tho ofifor was doclinod on tho ground that 
ho never oould eat sausagos. "Sir," naid 
tho grout general, looking at the offlcor 
with flashing eyes, "tho m.m who cannot 
eat sausagos need never o.icpect promo 
tion from me," Tho young officer at once 
applied himself so a8Biduoasl7'*to the cnl- 
tivolion of a taSte for sausages that in the 
late war ho had rison to bo General Vou 
Moltko's chief of stafT. A distaste for sau- 
sages led to tho dismissal of a wooor of 
the General's daughter. Sho afterwards 
married a manufacturer of sausages with 
her father's approbation, and sheJs now 
the hap^y mother of eight healthy san 
sage-eating obildren. ' .^arS anyone to 
say in General Von Moltke's presence 
that sausagos were mado out of refuse 
dogs, ho would regard it as a mortal of- 
fence. And vet ho has never aocountod 
for tho deoadenoe in the number of dogs 
in Germany sinoe saasageB became the 
national food, as frogi are that of the 
iFrenoh, pot«toeB and herrings of the Ir- 
ish, beef and plum pudding of the Eng- 
lish, buckwheat oakes andtobaooo of Am- 
ericans, and Hey wood's Pork Saassge of

Official Blackmail- 

Mr. Alexandra McWha, of Cariboo, 
Bends us a detailed accouut of transQC- 
tiona between himself aud certain Gov- 
ernment officiala but too truly indicat- 
ed by tlio caption under wliicli ■we 
write. If Mr. McWba is correct in his 
fftots — and tbero eeoms no reason to 
doubt it, indeed we have before us 
tho veritable aummona bearing the 
V damning evidouco on its face — tbe 
conduct of the oQicials in question 
would seem to be open to the seTorest 
censure. It is not conaidored neces- 
eary to cumber our columns or fatigue 
the roadei with tho somewhat lengthy 
details before us. A brief but faithful 
reaumo of. tbe -vital, facts -will enable 
the readprftd;* form, bis own conclu- 
^ j^&nBf By what would, in ordinary 
business transactiona, probably bo re- 
garded as apiece of- "sharp practice," 
the 'Registrar of the Court at Clinton 
Bucoeeded in having a couple of cows, 
then in possession of Mr. Bohanan, 
Queanelmouth, handed orer the de- 
ponent with, as it would appear, the 
understanding that hs' would do the 
beiEtt^e'cbtild for thedfBbial whottfhe 
consented to oblige. The adroit bffi- 
..dal took the precaution to instruct 
,'$S^ Bqiha^uui to obtain a receipt for 
the cows on dellTering them to depo 
nen^-.;ffhich he accordingly did. After 
a iruitle^ attempt, at conaiderablb loss 
o£ time and fatigue to his horse, to 
drive the two cows away from their 
pasture-ground, they were abandon- 
ed and permitted to returii home. Im- 
mediately on arriving at Cariboo, i de- 
ponent wrote to ths ofl5cial advising 
him of the result of his goodnatured 
attempt to take his reluctant cows to 
market. In reply to this friendly 
letter he received an insulting one, 
threatening suit, and finally the offici- 
al did sue, and here begins tho most 
objectionable part of the transaction, 
viewed from an official stand-point. 
The official issued, oat of his own 
Court, the summons in his own suit, 
over hia own signature and piled up 
the costs on it to$lG 20 (We have had 
ihe costs taxed by a professional gentle- 
man aad the law would only sanotion $4 50) 
The summons, with quadruple tho 
lawful costs on it, was «ened on de- 
ponent in the Sheriflf's office. Cariboo; 
and he at once paid the whole demand 
rather than become involved in a 
troublesome and expensive law suit I 
Such are, in brief, tho leading fea- 
tures of caeo No. 1. PaBsing over tho 
"sharp practice," which is, after all, 
a private transaction with which we 
have little to do, the reader will readi- 
ly perceive how very open to objection 
are those acts which bring the official 
functions of the plaintiff to his aid in 
the consummation of that transaction. 
Indeed there need be no great strain 
of the imagination to conceive a Be- 
gistrar in a remote part of the coun- 
try using his office as an instrument 
of black-mail. We now come to case 
No. 2. in which we find Mr. McWhajn 
the role of plaintiff. We'.flK^ll let him 
^ tell his own story: — ^ 

"IJiad Bummonsog iBSuedrfor two 'par- 
ties on Keithler Creek, which I wished 
to serve mysalf; but tho SliL>riff refused 
allow me ta do so bat required mo to par 
816 for extra Bervioa. He failed to serve 
the parties, after wbioL b» wished me to 
Bftaka the Bsrvioe myeelf bat refosed to 
Mtoni the money, and when I asked him 
<i-l4^UB't6<MrTethB BammonBaa, he would 
not do so .^withont being paid a second 
Urn*. OiB you tell ne if I have any to- 
dMMfoivtheaa grieTanoes, and oblige 
A. MoWni." 
The only advice we have to offer 
Mr. McWha is that ha should assist 
in turning out an Administration that 
has inaugurated what it may not be 
too much to chamctorise as an organiz- 
ed systoin Jol| official robbery! Were 
Mr. MeWhVs case a solitary one, or 
• 6V6n an exceptional one, we should 
not employ such strong language. 
Complaintn from many <inartorg lead 
ub to believe that it i.s quito a common 
thing witli apiiointoos of flio jnosont 
Govornnifut tn run np I'etii and coHty 
to double, oven treble, iifty, as in the 
inatance before us, quadrupitf of what 
the law allows, relying upon thase 
> they are fleecing to ilo just as our cor- 
rcBpondent did and wliat there is 
flvorv reason to bclicv;; Hc;()res are do- 
jiig i"u jtlinoMt overy District — auljniitt- 
ing to extortion simply bocnuso the 
moans of self'defeuca is practically be- 
yond their reach. This is certainly a 
deplorable condition. Huifijy tho Ic- 
' gal exactions of the (iovcniuif.'ut are 
Hufficiontly opproBHivo upon tho poor 
Htruggling settlers without sul)juctinp- 
thcin to this species of IjcnrtU'ss, con- 
wBoieneelcMH blauk-mail. 



fulso pretences, took up valuable mineral 
lands on Te-xrida Inluiul and, through tho 
connivance of intoreated Ministers and 
complicity of aocoramodating and inter- 
ested officials, alienated tbeso lands from 
the Grown without baviog satisfied .any 
Bubstan^ol requireiqents .of theXand'Act , 
excluding men who oeuld oomman'd the 
capital to develop them, are "injurerH 
nnd enomies of tbe Province."

The Road Tax> 

A oommnnieation on this subject, from 
an intelligent and sabstantial settler in 
Nioola Valley will be found in another 
column.

Thfl Beliglous Beliefs of Mill and 
Guizot. 



There conies a strnngo rumor from 
England as to.Tolin Stuart Mill's religious 
belief. It la said that his posthumous 
essays, which are probably published by 
this time, will show thnt~ be was more 
orthodox than has been supposed since 
bis death. He makes in them, it is de- 
clared, a profession of theism. — y.Y.Trl- 
bunt. 

Quizot'* will contains a curious con- 
fession of faith, in which the old states- 
man declares that, bom a Protestant, ho 

had naed the liberty which the Protestant 
Obnrch gives of inquiry and doubt, and 
that for some timo he had lield that the 
unassisted reason of man is comjjetcut 
to furnish him with a solution of tho 
great problem of duty aud doHtiny, and 
that bis nnassisted will is equal to tho 
task of regulating his life according to 
the moral law. He bad, however, aban- 
doned this belief. Ho was convinced that 
w« are children in God's bands, unablo 
to penetrate to His motives or ultimate 
designs, and ho declares himitelf quite re- 
signed to "so largo a uhara of ignorance 
aud weakness." "X^believe in God ami 
adore Him without' attempting to com- 
prehend him." Ho confesses a profound 
belief in the pernianeut government of 
the universe by Ood, as wnll .as of His 
immanent action in tbe soul of man; and 
ho recognizes God especially in the his- 
tories of tho Old and New Testaments, 
whici^ be calls "monuments of divine re- 
velalion aiid action, by the mediation and 
sacrifice of the Lord JestiB Christ fot tho 
salvation of tho human race." lie adds 
that he carefully holds aloof from tho 
scientific disuuBsions and tho .solutions 
offered of the mysteries of revelation: "I

lilllooet— Crops— Trail. 

Tho Lillooot corroapondeat of the 
Mtiiiiiind Oitunliaii writes: — British Col- 
umbia's capabilities aa an agricultural 
country would surprise most men in the 
cautorn pxovinoea: if . Jthey. could but' scp 
the immeuso crops of fruit, roots and 
coroala raised 'hero, on land cropp- 
ed for u number of years without 
manure, and worked in tho 
roughest maiiecr. Comparativaly speak- 
ing, one noro of agricultural land here 
will proiluca as much as two acres iu 
Prince Edward Island or Nova Scotia. I 
.have teen 1% tons of wheat on an average 
to the acre, over lOVi tons of potatoes to 
the acre, and onions such as I never saw 
raised anywhere elso. " I have seen large 
onions rnisadin Now Zealand, but; they 
could not compare with those raised by 
Lorenzo of the Fountain Farm, lie has 
raised onions weighing 2 lbs; ho can se- 
lect a ton averaging 1 lb each; from a 2 
oz potato, early rose kind, ho cut 12 eyes 
and planted them, and from the.SQ 2 ozs. 
he took 121 lbs., some weighing 3 lbs., 
and u uuinbor '25i 1^8. li. Hoey raised 
•10 tons of potatoes; James Dickey ICO 
tons. This ])ortion of the Lillooet district 
is blessed with plenty and to spare; but 
no market. If the Hurrard Inlet trail had 
been finished in the ,lin)e it should have 
been our farmers would have been pack- 
ing produce to the coast, and without 
doubt foiinel a remunerative matket, and 
rotuniod with winter supplies purchased 
at a much loss cost than they can get 
Ihoiu at Lillooot. There is much gruiu- 
bliug and discontentment with regard to 
tho manner in which tho work on the 
Barrajrd Inlet trail has been carried on. 
Most mon^hore have come to tho conclu- 
sion that tlio man in charge is quite in- 
competent to oarr^on the work, anj^that 
he is but putting m hisTime in a muriior 
useles.Hly. It certainly Was an oversight 
iu the lJo\-ernmoat not having a nonuine 
survey of the route, and a true estimate 
of the cost. The. work, as far as done,, is 
of no manner off aervico; many interven- 
ing places render it useless. It is the 
conclusion of most men here that if the 
idea of putting a floating bridge along the 
bluff ia carried out it will bo useless and 
so much money thrown away, as it can 
never stand. Two years have been spent 
on tho Burrard Jjilettrail, and aa yet it ia 
of no servioe;''A l^rge sum of money is as 
it were, thrown away, and who ia to 
blame ?'!^ - » n .• , a

Road Tax Grievance. 



C.'.scAUEs East, Oct. 30. 
Editou Colonist:— Allow mo for ii few 
moments to draw your attention to eur 
(or rather the Government) Road Tax. 
Perhaps I can throw light on it in n little 
diirereut shape to what has heretofore 
been done, so that its 'inciiuality and the 
unfairness to the mainland east of tho 
Cascades m.iy be more apparent. In the 
first place, the Government gives the sot- 
tlera east of tho Cascade range 320 acres, 
and west of said range, 160 acres, under 
the sAme conditions of settlement ^as you 
are thus aware), virtually admitting that 
160 acres west is CM j mil to aere.s oast 
of tho Cascades. tStiU wo aro called iiiiun 
to pay two cents per aero tax (or I should 
say four cents pur aero for 10 acres, and 
two cents for the balance of 3°.i0 acres), 
making ^ our tax $14 40, just double 
what a pre-emptor living west of the Cas- 
cados has to pay. If our land ia only 
worth one-half an much why is it valued 
at the same rate wiion tlio Tax Collector 
calla (or rather sends for the taxes.) — 
More on this anon. 

Again, this tax has been collected pn 
unsurveyod land and the proremptor haa 
paid t[.\e'j on .')20 aere.-i that, when sur- 
veyed , was cut down to ahnoat one half. 
Think you will that nir.ney bo rofiuidoil 
to tho pro oinptors V This has been the 
o.-vso in soToral iuhtaaens in this V.illi\v. 
One more instance .".nd 1 am done for the 
present. My neighbour is a largo stook 
raiser, and counts his cattle, or sheep, as 
the case may be, by tho thousand. He 
has no preemption claim, consequently 
no taxes; but a poor man with 150 block 
ljut wl]o has the misfovtuuo to own apre- 
eiiiptjon claim has 31 1 10 taxes to pay. 
Btill wo both have the same privileges as 
far aa range for slock goes. But what 
does my privilege amount to when I havo 
no stock? And unlpssX fpnco niy neigh- 
bour feeds his stock on tho very land that 
I pay 2 cents per acre on. Is this right ? 
Is it just? Is this a froo country? I 
shpuid think it was, for the largo stock 
owners and inonied mob. But woe to the 
poor'proemptora. No person should com- 
plain about taxos^ provided they are Just 
and equal; but sucli a onesided affair as 
this ia should not be tolerated in any 
country. If either party needs any favor.^ 
shown thorn it certainly is the farmer. 
Thoy are tho backbone of tho country. I 
bolievo in protection to a certain degree; 
but not in the protection of one branch 
of in^^fBtiry tot the detrin^ent of aucitber. 
Place each upon an equal footing, and 
there will always bo a little strife, but 
while one is taxed to death and tho other 
^oes free, andthere ia sure to he ill-feel- 
iog. M.

London, Nov. 9 —Tho sisters of the 
Tichborne Claimant havo petitioned the 
Queen for their release. 

A disj^atch from Heudage aays tho Gar- 
lists are throyljig petroleum .shells into 
Irun. Nine houses have been 'burned 
and tlie town is much battorod. Another 
dispatch says tho Government lia.s em- 
ployed all the steamers at Santaudor to 
convey troopi to Irun. Gen. Lonia, with 
a batallion of Republican troops, has 
been sent to reinforce Irun and reached 
that town yesterday. There have been 
many incendiary fires since tho bombard- 
ment. 

Madrid, Nov. 9 — The Carlists have 
raised the siege on Irun. Don Carlos 
has arrived at Hendage, France, accom- 
panied by his stair, and the Madrid Gov- 
ernment has demanded that they be re- 
turned.
